‘Twenty-eight of 
the villagers were killed by the Ger- 
mans, One of these was taken out, 
stood against a wall and shot, -The 
villagers were fed by the American 
commission for relief in Belgium, 
they said, but the Germans aiways 
took this food away from them and 
gave them their own German rations, 
which invariably were bad and unfit 
to cat. 

It was on September 28 that the 
Germans ordered the villagers of 
‘Ledeghem. to evacuate the place, but 
many of them hid in cellars or in 


the suburbs of the town, where they: 


remained until the British enter 
The Germans told the villagers that 
they would like to surrender to the 
Scottish troops, but that the Scots 
had the nasty habit of cutting the 
throats of the Germans when they 
caught them, and, .thercfore, tlicy 
were afraid to take a chance.

TheBat is FoundEyerywhere 


Most Species of These Curious Ani- 
mals Appear Only at Night 


As a group bats are of world wide 
distribution except in the inhospitable 
polar: regions, ‘They are real mam- 
mals and present an_ extraordinary 
variation inssize, from tiny _ litue 
creatures, almost as small and fragile 
as butterflies, to the: huge fruit bats, 
with a spread of wings hke that of a 
wild goose. , : 

‘Vhe.-heads of bats are strange- 
ly sculptured, some. being smoothly 
contoured and shaped like those of 
little foxes; others appear like mini- 
ature bulldogs; and sull others have 
curious  cartilaginous.. nose leaves 
lupright on the muzzle. Some have 
the entire face molded into a_hide- 
ous mask repulsive to look upon. 

Their habits are equally varied to 
meet special conditions. Some are 
eaters of fruit alone; others feed sole- 
Jy upon insects, while others bite 
other mammals, including man, for 
the purpose. of drinking the oozing 
blood, upon which they subsist. All 
are nocturnal, but some appear late 
in the afternoon, before the sun sets. 
Most. specics, however, wait until the 
shades of night have. covered the 
earth. : d 

Throughout the world the majority 
of the species of bats feed upon in- 
sects, but there are many fruit eat- 
ers. The teeming insects and plant 
life of the tropics’ afford a never 
failing food “supply and _— the 
centre of abundance of these animals 
is found there. In some localities be- 
tween 20 and 30 kinds of bats exist, 
with such vast numbers of individ- 
uals that the bat population far. out- 
numbers all other kinds of mammals 
combined,

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Turks Head Buyers 
Of Swiss Watches 


Is Converted Into 
Coinage 

from the latest official statistics of 
the Swiss watch industry, it appcars 
that Turkey, for the first: time, heads 


the list of foreign countries as buy- 
ers of Swiss gold watches. It ap- 
pears, however, that these watches 
are not destined for commercial pur- 
poses; the wily Turk is melting them 
down and converting - ‘the . precious 
gold metal into coinage, Turkey is 
also the largest buyer of-watches of 
all. kinds, her purchases amounting to 
2,700,000 francs in. the first. three 
months of the present. year. For sil- 
ver and nickel watches England re- 
mains Switzerland’s best customer. 

During the first quarter of 1918 
Swiss manufacturers exported fin- 
ished watches to the value of 35,850 
francs, compared with’ - 39,100,000 
francs in 1917, The total exports of 
the works, and other finished parts of 
watches, amounts to 9,500 francs. 
There has been a. great increase. in 
the export of high-grade scientific in- 
struments especially to Great Britain, 

The report of the federal finance 
department on the development. .in 
the Swiss industries in precious met-- 
als. for the year 1917, shows on tne 
whole very satisfactory results. The 
control office stamped 3,700,000 gold, 
silver, and platinum watchcases com- 
pared with 3,500,000 in 1916, and fur- 
ther 184,165 articles of jewelry and 
table and houschold ware. Compared 
with the returns for 1916 these figures 
show a decrease of 58,136 gold cases, 
and .201,990 silver cases. The jewelry 
on the other hand shows an increase 
of 42,500 picces.. ‘ 
Considering the difficulties jn. get- 
ting raw materials, the report states, 
the situation of the Swiss <watch in- 
dustry is very favorable, -The . trade 
in fancy articles is also increasing, 
The. federal council has just <issued 
a decree regulating the sale and pur- 
chase of Precious metals, ) . platinum, 
gold, and silver, restricting the right 
to: deak:in“them to certain firms, and 
providing for the fixing of maximunr 
prices.. :

The 
young German baron. who had yot

. would come to England and take te 
hunting in Devonshire, -. marry an 
English girl, and play quite a social 
figure ‘among -the unsophisticated. 
The German count, only by rare ex- 
ception a wealthy man; would trans- 
fer his Penates to Leidestershire, to- 
gether with horses, dogs, and stable 
boys. Elsewhere another would be- 
come master of hounds, a patron of 
charity, governor of hospitals, high 
sheriff, and M.P.—for a slum  con- 
etituency. ; 

Yet while good-natured. - hostesses 
in England were entertaining the 
counts and the barons and ecncour- 
aging their matrimonial” advances 
to their daughters, sometimes with- 
out due inquiry - into their anteced- 
ents, in New York, a well-to-do res- 
taurant keeper was specializing in 
German ex-officer barons to recruit 
his staff of waiters, and a wastrel 
member of a Pomeranian Junker 
family was ‘washing dishes in an 
american hotel, not having yet be-

The news-of irrigation of the Eu- 
phrates valley, and the prospect of a 
wheat harvest “greater than -any 
since the time of Nebuchadnezzar, 
is indeed good.

The wheat harvest in Mesopotamia 
lasts from April till June.

Letters Absolutely Certain of De-

Opposite Tierra del Fuego, South 
America, is a very high, rocky cliff 
overhanging the Strait of Magellan, 
and: from one of the rocks is sus- 
pended, by a long chain, a barrel 
which receives mail.

One Single. Work of Art Brought 
$353,000 ; 7 


Fabulous prices,,as far as the deal- 
ings in works of art are concerned in 
Japan, have been.paid for rare mas- 
terpieces. At the Higashi Hongwanji 
sale a pair of screens, with iris blos- 
soms painted by Ogata Korin, fetch- 
ed 105,000 yen, and created quite a 
sensation, But at Viscount Akimoto’s 
sale an album with cight small-sized 
paintings, representing eight scenes 
of Shosho, by Keisoki, was sold for 
140,000 yen, and a scroll of * Liga 
Monogatari, by Nobuzane, fetched 
116,000 yen. But this record’ was 


‘broken when a kakemono (hanging 


picture) of snow landscape, painted 
by Ryogai, was sold for 210,000 yen, 
This was again broken when a pair 
of scrools with thirty-six poems b 
Nobuzane, in Marquis Satake’s col- 
lection, was sold for the enormous 
sum. of 353,000 yen.

Women, as well as men and child- 
ten, willingly surrender their locks

To preserve, however, that kind of 
food, so badly needed for the: invalid, 
now, sO numerous in Belgium, the 
works of .rescue provide a low price 
food for the hens, Swiss cheese is 
obtainable at $3 a pound. Chocolate 
sells at $4 a pound and codoa-at 
$4.50, Olive: oil is $8-a bottle. This: 
situation has incited the discovery of 
numcroug substitutes. A severe test 
has becn applied to imitation:..pro- 
ducts, and all. that was harmful has 
been. pitilessly excluded. What is 
nore interesting to record isthe tse 
of strawberry ‘leaves: instead of to- 
bacco, totealine to replace coffec; 
syrup instead of butter,” * 


A Daring Australian 


Receives Victoria Cross for Gallant 
Performance 


The London Official Gazette re- 
cords stories of extraordinary hero- 
ism and daring in announcing the 
awards of Victoria Crosses. to ‘three 
non-commissioned officers- and one 
private, all Australians, chiefly for 
clearing ‘machine gun positions.

Why Bulgaria Wanted Peace 


Everything Was in the Hands of the 
‘ |\.Germans ~ sy 


Some of the evidences as to why 
Buigaria wanted peace are found in a 
report made by an eye witness “who 
has reached Cortu from.

“The shortage of provisions was 
very great. ‘Lhe inhabitants: had -not 
had any meat for three months, There 
was a complete ant. of: sugar,’ salt, 
clothing and linen, . 


“In the fertile valley between Mon-- 


astir and Veles there is no cattle. All 
the agricultural machines and imple- 
ments have also disappeared. ~No- 
where did we hnd any healthy adults. 
The fields nevertheless were culti- 
vated, ‘The explanition:was very sim- 
ple, All the cattle had been requisi- 
tioned and all the healthy adults de- 
ported. During the retreat the enemy 
feven carried ‘off the young people of 
15 years. The work in the fields was 
carried out by soldiers under the com- 
mand of German officers specially de- 
tailed for this‘duty. The cattle and 
the agricultural machinery necessary 
for this were brought to the district 
and taken away again as soon as the 
work was finished. The cattle were. 
brought from Rumania as the Mace- 
donian stock. of cattle was complete- 
ly used up to feed the army. This 
was pitilessly requisitioned. None of 
the warrants given in payment have 
been met for three years past. The 
harvest was requisitioned each year 
to feed the army, and the rest went 
to Germany.

Hindenburg Quits 
After Row With Kaiser 


Has Been Chief of Staff: of German 
Army for Two Years 


‘Field Marshal.von- Hindenburg has 
resigned-as chief of the German gen- 
eral staff, after a heated ‘interview 
with the emperor, in ‘which the field 
marshal declared that a retreat on a 
large ‘scale was impossible to avoid, 


according to a Central -News des- 
patch from Amsterdam. 
The :orrespondent based his des- 


patch on reports from the: frontier. 

Field Marshal von Hindenburg has 
been chief of staff of the’. German 
army since Aug. 30, 1916. In the last 
six months there have been various 
reports of a sensational cliaracter 
centering about,the field marshal. A 
Zurich despatch on Sept. 22 reported 
that serious differences had arisen 
between south German politicians 
and Prussian military leaders. Ger- 
man deserters were quoted as saying 
that a Bavarian soldier had tried to 
shoot the field marshal, but that von 
Hindenburg was not wounded, In 
commenting upon the American ~ and 
French replies to Austria’s peace pro- 
posal late in September, the . field 
marshal told the German people to

Germany Has Tin Scarcity 

Germany is suffcring from a seri- 
ous shortage of tin owing to the war 
and as yet has found no. satisfactory 
substitute.: A Hamburg report re- 
cently said the Upper Silesian tin 
plate ‘industry is working under ex- 
ceptional pressure, being engaged al- 
most exclusively on army orders, 
The report further said a plant had 
been built for remanufacturing old 
and scrap tin plate, and that Upper 
Silesian tin ore mines, which were 
formerly regarded as being too poor 
to work, are now being worked as 
far as possible, . 

Paraffin paper. containers are be- 
ing used in place of tin.cans for con- 
| densed milk, preserved fruit and in 
place of tin drinking cups. Untinned 
steel sheets are also being used ex- 
tensively as a eubstitite.

Tanks Used by the British Are a 
‘Most Effective Weapon of - 
Destruction 


- German: military writers: and: critics, 
we are told in despatches, lay: great 
stress on the effectiveness. of ° the 
tanks employed by the allics as onc 
of the outstanding reasons for. the 
successes obtained in’ the “recent ° of- 
fensive, , eS MESES 

>, While itis’ but natural that. .Ger- 
many should be Jooking about. for 
excuscs for the terrible defeats now. 
being inflicted on her armies, it must 
be admitted that: the tanks now. used 
by. the -British are a most effective 
‘weapon of destruction. . Just as -the 
airplane has been developed until to- 
day it-is many times larger, . more 
powerful and safer than the machine 
used at the beginning of the» war; 
just as the size and carrying power 
of guns has increased; so, too, has 
the tank been developed. until today 
it is quite a different machine’ from 
the first launched against the; Ger- 
mans by the “British on the Somine 
two years ago. ‘ ; 

The first British tank was an un- 
wieldy thing and very slow in move- 
ment,: It could not:do much morc 
than two miles “n hour, consequently 
the infantry was held back while the 
tanks cleared: the way. The tanks. 
employed by the Germans at. the} 
present time.are mocelled after these 
first British tanks, and. cannot make 
more t'*» four milcs an hour, ~ 

Buta wonderful development has 
taken. place in the British tanks dur- 
ing the past-two ycars, and the tank 
of-today,-weighing 27 tons, travels at 
a speed of 16 miles an hour, thus, far 
outdistancing infantry, and even cav- 
alry. The larger 33-ton tanks do not 
travel quite so fast, but are wonder- 
ful engines of destruction in waging 
battle against German concrete- pill 
boxes and strongholds. 

In addition to these larger tanks, 
the British have developed the little 
whippet, which is-speedy .and can 
travel over a terrain’in which the 
heavier tanks cannot operate so suc- 
cessfully. Armed with machine guns 
these whippcts go forward and. do 
battle with the German machine gun- 
ners and wipe these enemy nests out 
of-existence. - . ‘ 

The larger tanks -in som¢ cases 
haul bridges 30 fect long, after. them. 
When they come to a crater, or ra- 
yine, or trench, or.stream which is 
too. wide for the tank to negotiate it- 
self, it noses this bridge across the 
gap, waddles ovcr.on it, and then 
hitches it on behind-and goes .on, or 
it leaves it for the infantry, artillery 
or cavalry to use in following on. 

Still another type is the “transport” 
tank, This is not primarily a fighting 
tank, but, as its name indicates, - is 
used for transport purposes, The in- 
terior is fitted with long benches. and 
over thirty men can be accommodat- 
ed-inside, Infantry is loaded in these 
tanks with rifles, grenades, machine 
guns, and the tank goes forward un- 


‘til an advance post is reached: where 


good cover can be obtained. © The 
men hop-out. and set up their ima- 
chine guns in a little wood, or -shell 
hole, ‘and hold up the Germans while 
the allied ‘infantry. pours’ forward, In 
some cases, too, the tanks carry field 
pieces of artillery forward. 

The latest British tanks are not 
only extremely effective fighting ma- 
chines but they go forward in the 
face of all obstacles, smash over the 
barb wire entanglements, which for- 
merly were-such an obstacle to (a 
rapid advance, and rout out the ene- 
my machine gunners in most effec- 
tive style. With their greater speed 
they present a very poor object to 
the enemy artillery, and nothing can 
put them out of action but a direct 
hit by a shell. Machine gun and rifle 
bullets patter on their stecl sides like 
so many hailstones, but do not pierce 
the protecting plate. 

The British are sometimés said to 
be slow, but in the evolution of. war 
machines, and in the rapid improve- 
ment of existing types of equipment, 
they have beaten the Germans all hol- 
low. The Germans may create a long- 
range gun to be used for its moral 
and political effect, but it is of little 
value as an effective military wea- 
pon, but the British have evolved in 
their tanks and later type of air- 
planes real instruments of the mili- 
tary effectiveness of which therc-can 
be no doubt.—Regina- Leader. 


Whale Meat in the Diet 


Flesh Resembles That of Corned 
Becf or Mutton 


Over 1,000 tons of frozen whale 
meat from the Pacific coast “have 
been shipped to Boston this summer. 
The Victoria Whaling Company, 
Limited, of Victoria, B.C., expects to 
pack between 30,000 and 50,000 cases 
of whale meat this season at their 
cannery at. Kyuquot. 

Whales taken on the Pacific coast 
yield from 3 to 12 tons each of prime 
meat, and this only is used for can- 
ning or freezing, while no flesh is us- 
ed from a’ Whale caught for more 
than 24 hours, The whale is not a 
fish, but is a hot-blooded mammal. 
Analysis of the flesh shows it some- 
what to resemble corned beef or mut- 
ton. It contains 34 per cent. of pro- 
tein, the principal tissue-forming ma- 
terial of food, as compared with from 
13 to 14 per cent. in mutton or pork. 

Sales of whale meat are not . yet 
large in Canada or the United States, 
but a good deal has becn shipped to 
Samoa and Fiji.

Latest British Type Has Twice the 
Speed of Earlier Ones 


Tanks,- cavalry and armored motor 
cars have had a larger part in the 
recent fighting on the western front 
than ever before in the war, They 
have added greatly to the driving 
weight and speed. of assault of the 
modern intensive attack, and their 
use has been developed tremendous- 
ly by the British command since last 
year, 

The modern :tank has twice the 
speed of the earlier type, and more 
than twice the radius of action. 1n- 
fantry is pratcically . powerless 
against them. If infantry attempts 
to rush an oncoming tank, they are 
machine-gunned in the open. If 
they stay in their trenches, the tank 
straddles the line and enfilades them 
with direct_short-range fire; if they 
retreat to the shellholes or dugouts, 
the tank lumbers along right over 
them, crushing them into the 
ground and caving in' thé dugouts., 

The, light. high speed _ tanks, 
known as “whippets,” are a devclop- 
ment of this year, They are killing 
machines pure and simple, for they 
can bear down upon fortified points 
and batteries at such a speed that 
there is little chance of getting the 
guns or men away in time, Their re- 
serve of fucl enables them to remain 
in-action for a full day without re- 
filling. ; 

Moreover, the advance of the 
whippets is quickly followed by the 
so-called “supply tanks,” which can 
cross any ground, bringing up re- 
serve supplics of gasoline and ammu- 
nition, 

The armored 
necessarily limited in their radius of 
action, owing to the fact that they 
must stick to the roads, but their 
great speed makes them very useful 
in pursuit and they have a faculty 
of getting well back behind the enc- 
my front and doing endlcss damage

Mainly Due to Co-operation and Edu- 
cation 


Denmark is a little more than one- 
half the size of New Brunswick,. At 
one tinieé much of it was a_ bleak 
waste of sand’ dunes, Only the east- 
ern portion of the mainland and: the 
neighboring islands were considered 
fit tor agriculture. In addition, the 
country was impoverished by the 
Napoleonic wars and by the robbery 
of the province of - SchIeswig-Hol- 
stein by Germany in 1866. Yet, to- 
day, Denmark, in proportion to its 
population, is the wealthiest country 
in Kurope. It is essentially an. agri- 
cultural country and poverty is very 
rare. Owing to the excellent system 
of land tenure, 89 per cent.. of the 
familics own their-own farms ‘and 
homes, 

The prosperity of Denmark is 
mainly due to two causes—educa- 
tion and co-operation. © There. are 
now seventy high schools and twen- 
ty-nine agricultural colleges in Den- 
mark, and-old as well as young peo- 
ple attend them—the farmer — for 
periods of a weck or two at.a time 
for the- purpose of studying social 
problems and *kindred 
they appear. in other countries all 
over the world. After completing 
the high school and agricultural col- 
lege courses. students enter the Uni- 
versity of Copenhagen. There ‘they 
come to understand the complexity 
of modern business and to regard ag- 
riculture not only. as a science. of 
production, but as a system of dis- 
tribution. - 48 
Agricultural. co-operation began in 
Denmark in 1882 when the first © co- 
operative creafiucry was, established. 
Practically. all the milk produced is 
now handled by. the. hundreds of co- 
operative dairics. These, with the 
aid of cow-testing associations, .have 
made Denmark one of. the. leading 
dairy countrics of the world. Danish 
butter has, for a generation at least, 
commanded:-a ‘premium on the Brit- 
ish market. . Then, too, co-operative 
bacon curing and egg export socic- 
ties’ have developed the. pork ~ and 
poultry industries _ respectfully — in 
splendid’ fashion.
